more than 50 years. 


Mr. Kibler v\as> educated m the public 
schools of the city and after complet 
ing his high scho_ol course, he entered 
Wooster University where he gradu- 
ated in 1880 with the degree of A.B. and 
A.M. He continued his study of law 
and on February 7, 1882 he was admit- 
ted to the bar.

of the Ohio Municipal Code Commission. 
In later

Ohio appointed him a member of the 
standing committee for the examina- 
tion of applicants for admission to the 
bar and he served four years in that 
capacity. 
His last state appointment 


grew out of the great war, he being ap 
pointed last year on a special legal sub- 
committee of the Ohio Branch of the 
Council of National Defense, a commit- 
tee which arranged for free legal ad- 
vice to draft registrants in filling out 
their questionnaires. 


At the time of his death. Mr. Kibler 


was president of the Licking Country 
club.

cruel barbarities. 
The more women 


and children we kill, the more towns 
are burned, the more property is des 
troyed, the more women are outraged 
and deported for slaves, the greater 
the terror of the populations against 
which we are fighting. The more we 
terrorize 
them 
by these 
beastly 


methods, the quicker they will yield. 
And the quicker they yield, the sooner 
the war is over, and 
the 
suffering 


stops. 


Therefore, 
they 
argued, the more 


cruel 
and barbarous we are, the 


less suffering we inflict. Thus cruelty 
becomes in the* long run the most hu 
mane method of carrying on war, be 
cause it ends the war the most quickly, 


The American theory of making war 


is a chivalrous one. It is to conform 
strictly to international law, to show- 
all possible consideration for non- com 
batants, to have mercy on women anc 
children, 
to succor 
the 
defenceless 


wherever possible. 
To the Germans 


such a theory of war making is mere 
weakness and softness of heart. You 
can never make successful war in an\ 
such 
namby-pamby fashion as that 


they said. 


The German theory broke down in 


practice. 
The more 
barbarous thej 


•were, the more they excited the impla 
cable anger of their adversaries, the 
more they drew in neutrals to fight 
against them. Every time they sent a 
Zepplin over London and Paris to mur 
der women and children, it brough 
thousands 
of men to the

product of an 


overheated arrogant, and self center 
p<l imagination.

When the peace treaty, with the 


eague of nations plan, is submitted to 
he senate for ratification it will pull 
he masks off of those loud-mouthed 
senators who are now going about the 
country endeavoring to create public 
sentiment against the league proposal. 


They have claimed that the league 


>lan jeopardized the Monroe doctrine, 
and that it was a surrender of na- 
tional sovereignty. 
These objections will be met in the 


)eace conference. 
• And an amendment has been adopted 
)y the league of nations commission to 
protect this and all other nations against 
:he influx of undersirable foreign immi- 
gration, thus safeguarding so-calied "na- 
tional sovereignty so far as that phase 
of the question is concerned. 


Another amendment which has been 


•definitely 
agreed 
upon" 
pro\ ides 
against any possible encroachment upon 
the Monroe doctrine, or any possible 
nfringement upon the principles of in- 
ternational 
policies heretofore recog- 


nized." 
Thus the two paramount points of the 


senatorial 
obstructionists 
have been 


cleared away. 
But they will find new features for 


criticism. 


They are out to "beat the treaty." 


and they will leave nothing undone to 
that end. 
No amendment or modification will de- 


ter them from their original determina- 
tion to antagonize anything that Wil- 
son does. 
Borah, for example, announced from 


the first that he did not want to know 
more about the league proposal that he 
then knew, and that no matter "if every 
man, woman and child in the country" 
were in favor of the league, he was 
against it and would remain against it 
to the bitter end! 
And Borah is a type of the Reed- 


Poindexter
